Avstoria Regatta 1894-1994 


One hundred years of Regatta race by 


Te the first formal Regat- 
ta was organized in 1894, the 
annual Astoria event has its 
origins in local races between skip- 
pers of plungers (sailboats that car- 
ried the mails) going as far back as 
the 1870s. 

The first Regatta was started on a 
lark. A casual conversation about 
boat races at the Astoria Athletic 
Club was overheard by a reporter 
for The Daily Astorian who decided 
that this sounded like a capital idea 
He took the brainstorm to John 
Rathom, young editor of The Asto- 
rian, who declared that a regatta (a 
fancy name for a boat race) was just 
what the city needed 

The first Astoria Regatta was 


timed to coincide with the end of the 


commercial salmon fishing season 
(In those days, only the premium 
spring and summer chinook runs 
were packed, and the season ran 
from May through August.) 

The Astoria Regatta was the first 
community festival of its kind in the 
Pacific Northwest, predating Port- 
land’s Rose Festival and other such 
events by several years. However, 
due to the realities of small-town 
life, interruptions by two world 
wars, and heavy dependency on vol- 
unteer efforts, the centennial Regat- 
ta of 1994 does not actually mark 
the 100th annual festival by that 
name. 

During the early years, the 
Regatta depended on individual 
efforts of community boosters, who 
seem to have made an annual ritual 
of calling off the event due to lack 
of interest. Most years, others 
stepped in with renewed enthusiasm 
to take over, but the years 1902 and 
1909 passed without annual celebra- 
tion. 


orld War I brought a halt 
to the annual event, 
which was not revived 


during the 1920s, probably because 
of the efforts required to rebuild the 
town after the catastrophic fire of 
1922, which laid waste to the entire 
downtown business district of Asto- 
ria. 

Members of the Astoria Yacht 
Club elected to revive the Regatta in 
1932, partly as a high social event 
and partly as a general tonic for the 
ills common to most communities 
during the Great Depression. The 
year following, the Anchor Club 
was founded to help organize the 
festival and has continued to be the 
Regatta’s principal support group. 

World War II was the cause of 
another hiatus, begun in 1942. The 


festival resumed again in 1952 and 
has continued to the present. 

As the name implies, early 
Regattas were organized around 
water-related events. In 1894, four 
boats qualified for the first Regatta 


race. The starting line was off Flavel 


Dock at the foot of 11th Street, and 
the course rounded a buoy a mile 


upriver. The winning entry complet- 


ed the course in 25.5 minutes. 


he next race was for double- 
scull fishboats — the now- 
familiar “butterfly fleet” of 


sailing gillnetters and Shoalwater 
oyster sloops, sails spread wing on 
wing before the wind. In fact, most 
photos of the fishing fleet with sails 
spread like the wings of butterflies 
appear to have been taken during 
these early Regatta fishboat races. 
The early sailing gillnet boats 

used but a single sprit sail, but dur- 
ing the Regatta, a second sail was 
spread on a whisker pole opposite 


the main. Many carried a jib as well. 


A careful look at the crews will 
indicate three and four people on 
each boat, while the fishing was 
usually done by a crew of no more 
than two.

ta queen was Mrs. C.W. Goslin, 
wife of the Regatta chairman — a 
tradition that lasted for several 
years. 

Later the Regatta queen would 
be the woman who sold the most 
Regatta buttons. Today the court is 
selected from local high school stu- 
dents. 

For many years, coronation cere- 
monies were held at Gyro Field, 
(now Warren Field, south of Clat- 
sop County Fairgrounds), but in 
1940, plans were made to move 
them to a waterfront pavilion built 
on the dock between 15th and 17th 
streets. Western Towing Co. pro- 
vided a barge that was elaborately 
decorated, complete with throne 
staging, so that the queen could be 
crowned on the Columbia River 

News reports hailed the Regatta 
committee for moving the corona- 
tion out of the woods and over the 
water 

Unfortunately, a fire the night 
before the coronation reduced the 
pavilion, the barge and the throne to 
ashes. 

That year, Queen Jean Pauling 
was crowned back “in the woods” 
at Gyro Field 

For many years, the water events 
were the principal attraction of the 
Astoria Regatta 

An article from the August 1915 
issue of Pacific Motorboat maga- 
zine is representative of this period 

“For 20 years the annual regatta 
has been the big boating event that 
the Pacific Northwest has looked 
forward to and with the coming of 
the speed motor boat the Astoria 
Regatta has taken on added impor- 
tance 

“The fastest records made by any 
speed boats on the Pacific Coast 
have been made at Astoria, and it is 
there that the famous Wolff boats, 
the Milton Smith speeders and 
many others of lesser speed have 
made their fastest miles. 

“Starting with races in which 
hundreds of sailing fish boats were 
the contestants, the regattas have 
gradually changed till today the 
motor boats have first place and the 
sailing races are but a side issue 

“Astoria has always been one of 
the most hospitable cities on the 
Pacific, and her citizens unite in 
giving the visiting motor boat men a 
fine time from the moment they 
arrive within the corporate limits.”

The Eben Tallant House, 1574 
Grand Ave., was home to two 
Regatta queens, Louise Tallant, 
who reigned in 1900, and her sister 
Harriet, who wore the crown in 
1907. Built in 1895, the large 
house with hanging turret is now 
Grandview Bed and Breakfast. 

The Martin and Lily Foard 
House, 690 17th St., was the home 
of two Regatta princesses, sisters 
Martha and Freda Foard, members 
of the 1906 court. An ornate Victo- 
rian dating to 1892, the house is 
listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places and is known for its 
eye-catching color scheme. It is also 
a bed and breakfast inn. 


The Elmore Apartments, 687 
14th St., were once a single-family 
residence, built in 1892 by Charles 
and Annie Page. After divorcing, 
Annie married William O. Wilkin- 
son, and they raised his niece, 
Frances Thomas, who was 1903 
Regatta queen. At least one of the 
11 apartments in the building will 
be open during the tour. 


The Thomas and Jean Sandoz 
House, 1320 15th St., was the 
home of 1955’s Regatta queen, Sue 
Sandoz. Sue will be on hand during 
the tour to help her mother greet 
visitors. The home was built in 
1942. 


The Eric “Skip” and Audrey 
Hauke house, 1600 Coxcomb Dri- 
ve, sits on the hill above Clatsop 
Community College. It qualifies 
because 1993 Regatta Court chaper- 
one Peg Steinmeyer lives here. 


Regatta in Retrospect 


The first illuminated boat parade on the Columbia was held in 
1900. The 1903 parade included such famous steamers as the T.J. 


Potter, Lurline, Bailey Gatzert and Charles R. Spencer as well as 
Navy cruisers and yachts from as far away as San Francisco and

Regatta in Retrospect 


The challenges of organizing and funding the Regatta are not 
new. 

In April 1896, committees started working on that year’s 
event. In June they all resigned in exasperation, saying, “It’s 
impossible to get people to work and impossible to raise money 
for prizes and advertising.” 

A front page story in the Astoria Daily Budget prompted local 
business owners to step in. They promised to canvass the town 
for donations and to publish the names of contributors in the 
newspaper. 

The Regatta was saved, and publicized generosity turned out 
to be a successful approach that was followed in ensuing years. 

In 1897, organizers reported donations totaling $2,770 — 
from the Anchor Saloon ($10), Judge J.Q.A. Bowlby ($20), floral 
shop owner August Erickson ($50), and numerous gifts of 50 
cents or $1. 

One income item from that year read “from bail, $128.25.”

Regatta in Retrospect 


Aquatic acrobatics were featured entertainment in past Regat- 
tas. A group called the Sons of Neptune thrilled and amused 
crowds in 1939 with demonstrations of aquaplaning, a kind of 
water skiing on a single board instead of two skis. In addition to 


aquaplane competitions, the Sons of Neptune performed “come- 
dy stunts” on aquaplanes, skis and surf boards. The 1939 pro- 
gram also promised “Comic diving and other comedy on barge 
and dock” throughout the day. At day’s end, the Sons of Neptune 
performed an “aquatic demonstration with flares.”
